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The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Baldock  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  submit  to  your  Council  my 
eighth  annual  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  your  district. 

This  is  the  third  of  a series  of  ordi- 
nary reports  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

For  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the 
health  of  the  town  was  good. 

We  had  several  cases  of  measles  in 
April. 

In  April  we  had  cold  winds,  and 
May  was  also  exceptionally  cold,  with 
the  result  that  these  months  were  re- 
sponsible for  numerous  respiratory 
diseases. 

Gastric  influenza  commenced  in 
April  and  all  forms  of  influenza  were 
especially  prevalent  during  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year,  and  the 
Boys’  Park  Street  School  was  closed 
for  one  week  in  May  for  this  reason. 

In  June  we  commenced  with  a big 
epidemic  of  measles,  which  started 
at  the  top  school,  the  departments  of 
which  were  closed  for  periods  of  three 
to  four  weeks.  In  July  this  outbreak 
had  not  abated,  and  all  the  elementary 
schools,  with  the  exception  of  the  Park 
Street  Infants’,  were  closed  for  periods 
of  eighteen  days  to  five  weeks.  By 
August  the  disease  had  spent  itself. 

A few  sporadic  cases  of  chicken-pox 
occurred  in  July  and  August. 

The  year  was  remarkable  for  the 
number  and  severity  of  cases  of  pneu- 
monia, the  incidence  being  treble  that 
of  any  year  since  this  disease  became 
notifiable  in  1919.  Twelve  patients 
were  reported  throughout  the  year 
from  March  to  September,  and  eight 
died  from  this  cause  (all  forms) 
throughout  the  whole  year. 

Influenza  of  a gastric  type  again 
showed  itself  in  October,  and  increas- 
ing both  in  incidence  and  severity  con- 
tinued during  the  last  two  months  of 
the  year. 

Mumps  appeared  in  October  in  the 
C of  E.  Infants’  School,  and  the  epi- 
demic continued  throughout  the  year, 
twc  departments  of  the  Park  Street 
School  being  closed  for  a short  period 
of  five  days  in  December.  Pond  Lane 
School  escaped  this  epidemic.  Forty- 
three  cases  were  noted  to  end  of 
November,  and  by  the  end  of  Decem- 
ber had  risen  to  54. 

A tuberculosis  clinic  was  established 
bv  the  County  Council  at  the  Town 
Hall  on  May  22nd,  and  patients  can  be 
seen  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tues- 
days in  each  month  at  10.15  a.m. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was 
24.63  inches  and  we  had  183  wet  days 
of  .01  inch  or  more  and  125  of  .04  inch 
or-  more,  our  heaviest  rainfall  occur- 
ring on  the  14th  August,  when  1.12 
inches  were  registered. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

According  to  the  1921  census  figures 
for  Hertfordshire,  published  in  1923, 
your  district  has  an  area  of  362  acres, 
your  population  was  returned  at  2,477, 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  was 
621,  and  the  number  of  families  or 
separate  occupiers  was  629. 

The  rateable  value  amounts  to 
,£12,192,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a 
penny  rate  £50. 

The  Registrar-General  calculates 
your  population  for  the  year  at  2,620. 


This  figure  cannot  take  into  considera- 
tion the  increase  of  population  due  to 
the  new  housing  scheme,  which  did  not 
exist  in  June,  1921,  to  any  appreciable 
extent ; and  allowing  for  these  houses 
which  have  been  closed,  I should  say 
your  population  was  well  over  3,000, 
and  more  nearly  approaching  3,300. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births. — There  were  63  births  dur- 
ing the  year  as  follows : Legitimate, 
61  (males,  27  ; females,  34)  ; illegiti- 
mate, 2 (males).  This  gives  us  a birth- 
rate of  24.1  per  1,000  population.  Com- 
pare with  19.7,  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  for 
the  year  was  43  (males,  21  ; females, 
22),  giving  a death-rate  of  16.4  per 
1,000  population.  Compare  with  11.6, 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

These  rates  are  high  and  bear  out 
my  statement  above,  for  if  we  allow 
3,300  as  our  figure  for  population  the 
birth-rate  would  be  19  and  our  death- 
rate  13  per  1,000. 

Infant  Mortality,  or  deaths  of  in- 
fants under  one  year  per  1,000  births, 
was  79.35,  which  is  rather  high  com- 
pared with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  of  69.  There  was  no  mortality 
for  illegitimate  infants. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles 
(all  ages),  whooping-cough  (all  ages), 
or  diarrhoea  (under  two  years  of  age). 

No  women  died  in,  or  in  consequence 
of,  childbirth. 

I have  already  noted  the  excessive 
mortality  of  pneumonia. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Pneumonia. — -Twelve  cases  in  all 
were  notified,  of  which  six  were  ad- 
mitted to  hospital  and  six  were  treated 
at  home.  Four  of  these  cases  died, 
two  in  hospital  and  two  at  home.  Of 
the  two  hospital  patients  who  died,  one 
was  a septic  type  and  one  an  alcoholic 
type.  The  two  fatal  home  cases  were 
associated  with  a fatal  case  of  broncho- 
pneumonia ; all  these  three  patients 
were  in  one  house,  where  there  was 
overcrowding.  Two  of  the  hospital 
patients,  who  recovered,  had  empyema 
as  a complication.  One  Baldock 
patient  died  of  pneumonia  outside  our 
district,  and  therefore  was  not  notified. 
This  case  must,  however,  be  included 
in  our  returns.  Three  deaths  were 
registered  of  broncho  - pneumonia, 
which  is  not  notifiable. 

This  gives  us  a mortality  of  five  for 
pneumonia  and  eight  for  pneumonia 
(all  forms),  and  a death-rate  of  1.91 
and  3.05  respectively. 

Age-groups  of  above  twelve  cases  are 
here  given,  viz.,  between  one  and  two 
years,  3 (including  one  death);  two  and 
three  years.  1 (including  one  death): 
five  and  10  years,  2;  10  and  15  years,  1; 
20  and  35  years,  1;  35  and  45  years,  1; 
45  and  65,  3 (including  two  deaths). 

Chicken-pox.- — Four  cases  were  noti- 
fied,- and  there  were  no  deaths  (all 
being  treated  at  home).  Age  group? 
were  5-10  years,  1 case;  10-15,  2 cases; 
15-20,  1 case. 

Diphtheria.— Three  cases  were  noti- 
fied, and  there  was  one  death.  Age- 
groups  were;  1-2  years,  1 case  (which 
died);  2-3,  1 case  (which  was  found  to 
be  negative);  5-10,  1 case  (associated 
with  scarlet  fever).  All  cases  went  to 
hospital.  Reckoning  two  cases  only, 
the  case-rate  was  .76,  compare  Eng- 
land and  Wales  1.04;  death-rate  was 
.38  per  1.000,  compare  England  and 
Wales  .07  per  1,000. 

Erysipelas. — Two  cases  were  notified 
and  there  was  one  death.  Age-groups 
were  45-65  years,  one  case  admitted  to 
hospital  and  died;  over  65  years,  one 
case  which  recovered  at  home;  case- 
rate  was  .76  per  1,000,  compare  that  for 
England  and  Wales,  which  was  0.32 
per  1,000. 


Tuberculosis. — The  ratio  of  non- 
notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total 
tuberculosis  deaths  is  two  to  three.  Of 
the  two  cases  where  no  notification  was 
received,  one  contracted  the  disease 
and  died  outside  your  district ; and  in 
the  second  instance  the  defaulting 
practitioner  was  communicated  with 
both  by  myself  and  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

New  Cases  during  the  Year. — Pul- 
monary, age-period,  20-25,  1 male;  25- 
35,  1 male,  1 female;  45-55,  1 female; 
over  65,  1 male,  1 female;  total,  3 
males,  3 females.  Non-pulmonary : 
Age-period,  5-10,  1 female;  20-25,  1 
male;  total,  1 male,  1 female. 

Deaths  during  the  year. — Pulmon- 
ary ; Age-period  25-35,  1 female;  over 
65,  1 female;  total,  2 females;  non-pul- 
monary ; Under  1 year,  1 female;  total. 

1 female. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  ophthal- 
mia neonatorum,  which  was  treated  at 
home  and  afterwards  in  hospital.  One 
eye  recovered,  and  in  the  other  vision 
was  impaired.  No  death  occurred. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

I have  already  dealt  with  these  in 
the  beginning  of  this  report. 

Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals, 
Etc.,  Available  for  the  District; 
Pjofessional  Nursing  in  the  home. — 
This  done  by  private  nursing  only. 

Midwives.- — A midwife  subsidised  by 
the  County  Council  works  in  our  dis- 
trict and  outside  it,  and  is  school 
nurse,  health  visitor,  tuberculosis 
nurse,  and  in  addition  attends  the 
maternity  and  child  welfare  centre. 

CLINICS. 

1.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Voluntary  Centre.- — This  serves  Bal- 
dock and  one  or  two  outlying  villages. 
It  is  held  every  Friday  at  three  p.m., 
at  3 Norton  Street,  Baldock,  the  accom- 
modation consisting  of  weighing,  tea 
and  doctor’s  rooms,  and  lavatory.  A 
movement  is  on  foot  to  provide  more 
satisfactory  quarters.  The  number  of 
meetings  for  the  year  was  40;  children 
attending,  91;  attendances,  778;  consul- 
tations, 133. 

2.  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. — This 
has  been  held  in  Baldock  for  the  last 
seven  months  of  the  year,  previous  to 
which  our  patients  had  to  attend  at 
Letchworth.  Times  and  place  are 
given  in  the  introduction  to  my  report. 
Patients  are  seen  by  one  of  the  Assis- 
tant Tuberculosis  Officers  for  the 
county.  The  number  of  meetings  for 
the  seven  months  was  14;  patients 
attending,  22;  consultations,  110.  For 
the  previous  year  (1922)  10  new  Bal- 
dock patients  were  seen  at  the  Letch- 
worth Dispensary. 

3.  Massage  Clinics. — These  are 

under  the  Herts  Branch  of  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  and  are  held  at 
Letchworth  and  Hitchin.  A London 
orthopaedic  specialist  visits  these  two 
centres  alternately  on  the  third  Fri- 
days in  the  month.  A nominal  fee  of 
Is.  6d.  is  charged,  and  is  variable.  (1) 
Letchworth,  Broadway  Church  Room, 
Broadway;  Monday,  Wednesday,  Fri- 
day, 9 a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.;  this  clinic 
opened  early  in  February,  1924.  (2) 

Hitchin,  Old  Free  School,  Tilehouse 
Street : Monday,  5.30  p.m.  to  7.45  p.m.; 
Tuesday,  9 a.m.  to  5.30  p.m.;  Thurs- 
day, 9 a.m.  to  7.45  p.m.  ; Friday,  2 
p.m.  to  7.45  p.m. 

4.  For  School  Children  (under  the 
County  Council)  ; (1)  Minor  Ailments 
Clinic  is  held  at  The  Maples,  Hitchin, 
on  alternate  Fridays,  at  11  a.m.;  (2) 
a Dental  Clinic  is  open  at  Easedale, 
Norton  Way,  Letchworth,  every  Friday 
of  the  school  term  from  10  to  12  a.m., 
and  cases  are  seen  by  the  school  den- 
tist for  the  county.  A charge  of  6d.  is 
made.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  under  five  may  receive 
treatment.  Massage  is  given  at  the 
above  clinic  to  elementary  school  chil- 
dren and  children  under  five  when 
sent  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 


Schools  or  Welfare  Centre.  A nominal 
charge  is  made.  Cases  of  defective 
vision  are  seen  at  123  Norton  Way, 
Letchworth,  by  arrangement,  on  Mon- 
days, from  two  to  four  p.m. 

5.  Venereal  disease  cases  are  re- 
ferred under  the  County  Council 
Scheme  to  various  London  hospitals. 

HOSPITALS. 

1.  Tuberculosis  (under  County 
Council). — (1)  Ware  Park  was  opened 
as  a sanatorium  and  hospital  for  the 
county  on  May  7th  for  pulmonary 
cases ; (2)  Children’s  Sanatorium,  Har- 
penden,  for  early  pulmonary  cases;  (3 
and  4),  beds  are  subsidised  by  the 
County  Council  for  non-pulmonary 
cases  at  both  Hitchin  and  Letchworth 
hospitals.  Very  early  suspected  doubt- 
ful cases  may  be  sent  to  either  the 
Biompton  or  Royal  Chest  Hospitals. 

2.  Maternity  (under  County  Coun- 
cil).— The  Maples,  Hitchin,  provides 
four  beds. 

3.  Children  (under  County  Coun- 

cil).— (1)  Residential  Children’s  Home 
at  Little  Nascot,  Watford,  for  babies 
and  young  children,  35  places  at  10/6 
per  week ; (2)  Herts  Convalescent 

Heme,  St.  Leonards-on-Sea,  for 
mothers  with  their  babies  (up  to  12 
months)  and  for  children  under  five; 
mother  with  baby,  10/-  per  week ; 
children,  5/-  per  week;  (3)  Kings- 
mead  Residential  School,  Hertford, 
about  113  places  for  mentally  defec- 
tive school  children,  charges  variable; 
(4)  Royal  Free  Hospital,  Gray’s  Inn 
Road,  London,  for  X-Ray  treatment 
of  ringworm  in  school  children  at 
9 a.m.  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday. 

Cases  of  ophthalmia  are  sent  by  the 
C.C.  to  one  of  the  London  hospitals. 
The  treatment  of  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids  in  school  children,  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  epidemic 
diarrhoea  is  provided  for  by  the  C.C. 
at  both  our  local  hospitals,  Letch- 
worth and  Hitchin.  Some  contribu- 
tion is  now  expected  from  the  patient 
for  operative  treatment. 

4.  Fever. — We  pay  a retaining  fee 
of  ;£20  per  annum  for  the  privilege 
of  sending  patients  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Hitchin  Road,  Letchworth, 
under  the  joint  committee  of  the  Hit- 
chin Rural  and  Letchworth  Urban 
Districts.  In  addition  to  this  fee  we 
pay  13/-  per  day  per  patient.  Only 
four  cases  were  sent  this  year. 

5.  Small-pox. — A small  hospital  at 
Langley  is  available  and  would  be 
staffed  if  necessary. 

6.  Letchworth  and  Hitchin  Hos- 
pitals— 24  beds  each. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision 
for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants  and  homeless  children  beyond 
that  of  the  Hitchin  Board  of 
Guardians. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

1.  For  infectious  cases  an  ambu- 
lance is  provided  by  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Hitchin  Road,  Letchworth. 

2.  For  non-inf ectious  cases  a Red 
Cross  ambulance  can  be  got  for  a 
nominal  charge  by  telephoning  to  the 
Fire  Station  at  Letchworth.  (Tel. 
Letchworth  110.) 

LABORATORY  ARRANGEMENTS. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of 
diphtheria  swabs  are  made  by  the 
Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
and  the  cost  is  borne  by  your  Council. 
Eight  swabs  have  been  examined  and 
only  one  reported  as  positive.  Diph- 
theria antitoxin  is  obtained  from  the 
fever  hospital. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 
By-Laws,  etc.  : — 

1.  By-laws  by  the  Local  Board  for 
the  district  of  Baldock,  pursuant  to 
the  powers  and  provisions  contained 
in  the  Local  Government  Act,  1858, 
and  Acts  amending  the  same  were 
adopted  in  1875. 

2.  Part  3 of  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  has  been 
adopted. 

3.  An  Order  that  the  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  be 


extended  to  chicken-pox  within  our 
district,  is  dated  14th  January,  1903. 

4.  Regulations  with  respect  to 
dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk-shops 
were  made  in  1906. 

5.  By-laws  relating  to  water  supply 
were  made  in  1907. 

6.  Regulations  re  Baldock  Ceme- 
tery were  made  in  1920. 

7.  The  Baldock  Urban  (Public 
Health)  Order,  1923,  was  made  on 
June  28th,  1923,  bv  the  Minister  of 
Health,  declaring  the  following  provi- 
sions of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1907,  to  be  in  force 
in  the  district  from  July  23rd,  1923. 
Part  2,  which  relates  to  streets  and 
buildings  other  than  Section  23 ; and 
Part  3,  which  relates  to  sanitary  pro- 
visions. 

8.  An  Order  declaring  certain 
trades,  to.  be  Offensive  Trades  within 
the  district,  in  accordance  with  Sec. 
112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
as  amended  by  Sec.  51  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 
has  been  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  may  be  cited  as  the  Bal- 
dock Urban  (Offensive  Trades)  Con- 
firmation Order,  1924.  and  shall  come 
into  operation  on  the  17th  March, 
1924. 

9.  A new  series  of  by-laws  with 
respect  to  New  Streets  and  Buildings 
has  been  approved  by  the  Urban 
Council  and  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  for  his  approval. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY 
DEPARTMENT 

1.  Nuisances.  — Seven  nuisances 
were  dealt  with  and  abated,  two  as  a 
result  of  formal  notices  and  five  as  a 
result  of  informal  action. 

2 Closets,  etc. — There  now  re- 
main three  cesspools  in  the  district 
(given  in  error  last  year  as  one).  A 
large  number  of  water  closets,  many  of 
the  hopper  type,  remain  without 
proper  flushing  cisterns.  Improve- 
ments in  this  direction  are  being 
slowly  effected  by  persuasion  and 
otherwise.  It  is  most  desirable  for 
many  reasons  that  every  water  closet 
should  have  a flushing  cistern. 

3.  Water  supplies. — A few  wells 
still  remain  in  use  in  the  district.  New 
connections  with  the  Council’s  water 
mains  during  the  year  number  12 
(dwelling  houses  8,  other  premises  4), 
besides  the  services  to  the  new  houses 
on  the  Council’s  estate. 

A sample  of  water  taken  from  one 
well  serving  two  houses  was  found., 
upon  analysis,  to  be  fit  for  drinking 
purposes. 

4.  Bakehouses. — There  are  four  in 
the  district.  As  a result  of  inspections 
the  only  orders  necessary  were  in 
connection  with  limewashing. 

5.  Slaughter-houses.  — There  are 
two  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  your 
district,  which  are  quite  satisfactory ; 
and  two  are  registered.  These  have 
been  periodically  inspected,  and  small 
matters  have  received  attention  on 
request. 

6.  Disinfection.  — One  or  more 
rooms,  as  necessary,,  have  been  disin- 
fected after  cases  as  under  : Tubercu- 
losis, 6 ; measles,  4 ; septic  pneumonia, 
5 ; cancer,  1 ; diphtheria,  1 ; scarlet 
fever,  1;  total,  18. 

In  October  119  inmates  of  44  fair 
vans  were  inspected  and  nothing  in- 
fectious was  found. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF 

This  consists  of  (1)  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  (part-time),  D.P.H.  Camb.  ; 
and  (2)  Sanitary  Inspector  (whole- 
time), A. R. San. I.,  M.Inst.M.  & Cy.E., 
who  is  also  Surveyor,  Manager  of 
Cemetery  and  Inspector  of  Animals 
and  Meat. 

Salary  contributions  are  made  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  in  the  case  of 
both  officers. 

Other  public  offices  held  by  your 
M.O.H.  include  Asst.  School  Medi- 


cal Officer  for  Baldock  Urban  Dis- 
trict; Medical  Officer  and  Public 
Vaccinator,  5th  District,  Hitchin 
Union ; Medical  Officer  to  Post  Office 
and  Police,  Baldock  ; Medical  Referee 
for  Migrants  to  the  Dominions. 

HOUSING 

Your  new  housing  scheme,  which 
was  commenced  on  19th  April,  1920, 
was  completed  by  the  end  of  March 
this  year  (1923).  The  number  of 
houses  built  in  1920  was  2;  1921,  40; 
1922,  128 ; 1923,  26.
